ar PARALYSIS! 


WASHINGTON, August 18,— 
Fiane for a more vigorous campaign 
to prevent the spread of infantile 
paralysis were made here today at 
a conference of health authorities of 
most of the states with the officials 
of the federal public health service. 
Resolutions will be adopted .tomor- 
row by the conference, in which 
eminent plague experts, scientists 
and pacteriologists are participating, 
outlining definite proposals for 
checking the dissemination of the 
disease. 

While few of those present today 
expressed alarm that the epidemée 
might assume county-wide propor- 
tions, they uniformly declared 
measures were necessary to guard 
against a widespread outbreak. . Ad- 
mission was freely made by many 
experts that the cause of the 
plague is unknown, and the means 
of its transmission not conclusively 
determined. 

A special committee to propose 
methods for the control of the epi- 
demic, including transportation regu- 
lations was appointed to réport to- 
morrow. : 
Assistant Surgeon-General W. C. 
Rucker, who with Acting Surgeon- 
General A. H, Glennan, presided 
over the conference, gave out to- 
night the following synopsis of the 
views of the speakers: ‘‘It appears 
to be the concensus of opinion that 
segregation of persons with the di- 
sease is desirable and that opening 
of schools is also advisable. Travel 
is dangerous when it permits move- 
ment of acufe or chronic carriers 
of the disease, The evidence is 
transmission ‘by food is hypothe- 
tical.’
